Hiis identification was the result of a 
Visit of one of the HBertillon syst®m as- 
sistarnts at the Four Courts to the hospital. 
After the Bertillon man had made a atudy 
@f the man, it was easy to find his record 
in the bureau at the Four Courts. 

Chief Desmond and his men believe that 
Smith and James Davis and William Hart- 
nett, the two who have confessed, have 
commitged other important robberies in St. 
Touls and attempts are being made to con- 
mect them with some of theso.

BRAVE HOUSEMAID SAVES 
LIVES OF THREE IN HOUSE 


Strenuous Times at an Early 
Morning Blaze in the Home of 
E. 8. Pierce at 4058 Lindell 
Boulevard During the Storm. 


A heroic housemald, and the escape of 
a fumily of three, half clothed, into the 
snow and sleet and rain of the early morn- 
ing, and the jubilant notes of a music box, 
which came out unscathed, were features 
of a Are which did $10,000 damage to the 
home of Edward 8S. Pierce at #58 Lindell 
boulevard at 7 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

The houseniaid was Jenny Smith, who, 
when she discovered the fire while Mr. 
Pierce, Mrs. Pierce and Miss Lillie Belle 
Pierce were still sleeping in their rooms on 
the secoggd floor, ran up the smoke-filled 
staire aml aroused them and then guided 
them down the back stairway to safety and 
the home of a neighbor. 

The music box was sitting in the parlor, 
directly under which the fire raged hottest. 
During the fire it was silent. Flames 
burned through the parlor floor and also 
through the floor of the dining room, just 
back of it. The heavy dining table caused 
the floor to sag and sink and fall into the 


basement. 

The music box was silent in a corner un- 
til the firemen had come and put out the 
fire. Then suddenly, and without so much 
as a warning click, it started to play a 
jolly air. No one was near it; no one, so 
far as could be found, had touched it 
since the night before. But there it was, 
unscorched and unfurt by fire or water, 
playing merrily. It kept up the tune for 
Lalf an hour, or until its mechaniam ran 


down. 

A prosaic fireman. who saw in the inel- 
dent no evidence that the music box was 
singing a song of rejoicing, said: “Some- 
body must have given it a jolt that cut a 
peg loose somewhere and started it to 


going.” 

The fire was discovered in the basement 
by Alice Freese, cook in the Pierce home, 
when she went into the basement. Her 
ery gant Jennie Smith to the rescue of the 
sleepi family, through hallways that 
were rapidly filling with smoke. 

Smoke rising through the furnace pipes 
had filled the bedrooms when she burst 
into them, and Mr. Pierce, Mrs. Pierce and 
Miss Pierce were partly stupefied. Miss 
Smith aroused them and ran down the 
stairs again. There she called the neigh- 
bors, and a young man ran to turn in a 
fire alarm. 

The family were trying to grope their 
way to the front stairawy. Mrs. Pierce 
had stopped to secure a box of jewelry and 
ailver, and was carrying it. 

Migs Smith tried to go up the stairway, 
but found the smoke too thick. She ran to 
the back stairway, and by calls guided the 
family to that exit. She then led them 
through the back of the house. 

The fire was evidently caused by an 
overheated or defective furnace. It burned 
for a little more than an hour, but did 
little dam above the first floor. Both 
parlors and the dining room were badly 
wrecked. ;

BILL ASKS MORE 
PAY FOR FIREMEN 


Measure Before City Council Pro- 
vides for Increasing Pay in All 
Grades Save Chief. 


Councilman Joseph Boyce introduced in 
the City Council Tuesday night the bill 
providing for an increase in®pay of mem- 
bers of the St. Louis fire department. The 
measure provides that the first assistant 
chief receive $200 monthly, nine assistant 
chiefs $175, secretary $150, assistant secre- 
tary $125. master mechanic $175, captains 
3125, engineers $110, lieutenants $16, firemen, 
pipemen and others $100, and watchmen $90. 
New men in the department are allowed 
$65 monthly for first six months, accord- 
ing to the bill, and $75 for the second six 
months, after which they will receive reg- 
ular salary. 

While firemen will welcome an increase 
in salary, many of them faver the adop- 
tion of the “‘shift’’ system in preference to 
working-on the present schedule, even with 
increased pay. ‘The firemen are now on 
duty 24 hours, with three hours for meals 
and one day off in every ten. 

Those who favor the “shift” system as- 
sert that ft could be put in force in —_ 
St. Louis department with an increa o 
only 165 men. and that the increased ntm- 
ber of firemen at the presel it salary rate 
would not cost much more than the pro- 
posed general increase in salaries. 

The “shift’’ system would give the fire- 
men 12 hours off in every-24. New York is 
trying the new “shift’’ system. and ¢ hicago 
has Just passed a bill providing for it.

of 1903. 

“I wish to say further,” he continued, 
turning to President Comiskey of the Chi- 
cago Americans, at whose request the in- 
vestigation was taken up, “that I have no 
reference to the present case when I say 
this. I know pr&@ttically nothing of this 
officially, and for that reason I believe 
that the national commission has no right 
to go into the matter as it now stands. No 
one is more willing than I to drive out 
of baseball any player guilty of crooked- 
ness or any club owner who makes a 
charge of crookednes# which he cannot 
substantiate.’’ 

Spoke in Reply 

to Ban Johnson. 

Chairman Hermann spoke in reply to the 
opening address of President Johnson, who 
presented the case to the commission. Mr. 
Johnson made an eloquent speech on the 
high plane to which baseball had now been 
lifted, saying that it should be the highest 
duty of the commission never to pass light- 
ly over any question which involved the 
integrity and purity of the national game. 

“I have read aloud here, Mr, Chairman,”’ 
said President Johnson, “all the written 
evidence that we have in this case, con- 
sisting of the letters of Presidents Hart 
and Comiskey. I have also read a Chi- 
cago newspaper clipping on the case. !

The telegraph service at the station was 
impaired by ice on the wires and the move- 
ments of trains were not reported with 
the usual accuracy. 

Announcement was made early in the 
morning at Union Station that the two 
Cottun Belt trains, due at 7:29 and noon, 
respectively, would be annulled. Later 
the announcement was changed and it 
was reported they would come in late 
over the Iron Mountain tracks. 

It is supposed that the trouble with the 
Cotton Belt service arose from the fact 
that they were unable to cross the Missis- 
sipp! at Thebes, Mo., on the ferry, owing 


to ice in the river.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 11.—“‘liow 
many men are confined in the Missouri 
penitentiary as a result of gambiing at 
the racetracks?’ was the question asked 
Warden Frank M. Woolridge today.

prison.
